Berlin, March 30 
(/P)—Jews 
turned today to the very man 
they hold most responsible for 
anti-semitic feeling in Germany , 
Chancellor Hitler himself, and to 
President Von Hindenburg , who 
created the present g overnment, 
in a last despairing attempt to 
prevent the nation-wide boy cott 
scheduled to start tomorrow. 
Premature outbreaks contin­ 
ued in various cities, resulting in 
widespread damag e to Jewish 
business 
establishments. 
The 
National Socialist party , which 
is sponsoring the org anized ban 
on Jewish business and profes­ 
sional activity ordered to beg in 
at 10 a. m. tomorrow, disap­ 
proved of these acts of vandal­ 
ism. In some cities, its storm 
troops were able to suppress the 
outbreaks. 
The radical element of the Na­ 
zi party was seen as still trium­ 
phant as the boy cott proclama­ 
tion was sent to all parts of the 
country last nig ht. The hopes of 
the Jews rested in the conserva­ 
tive branch in which Hitler and 
Dr. Wilhelm Frick are now iden­ 
tified, as opposed to the other 
Nazi cabinet members, Captain 
Hermann Goering and Joseph 
Goebels. 
The new appeal, sig ned by 
members of the g eneral council 
of Jews and the board of Ber­ 
lin’s Jewish community , also was 
addressed to the Nationalist 
party majority in the Hitler cab­

The action of the J ews in turn­ 
ing to the idolized President Von 
Hindenburg, also, presented an 
opening again for a test of his 
powers, which Hitler said have 
not been “ touched” by the new 
regime. Technically , at least, he 
still has the power to veto any 
action of the government.

That the hopes of 
the Republic then were pinned 
on the imperial military chief­ 
tain, was a strange development

That the chief anti-Jewish 
sentiment in Nazi ranks was di­ 
rected against the ^ immigrants 
fro m the ^ast was 6 een to day in 
an edito rial in the Nazi p arty 
newsp ap er in Mu nich. 
• Jews thro u gho u t the wo rld 
will find o u t that the times are 
p ast when Germany su bmitted 
to the besmirching o f the. . Ga­ 
lician immigrants,” Ifc said. It de­ 
scribed the p ro tests o f wo rld 
Jewish so cieties against the Ger­ 
man dev elo p ments as “Katzen- 
jammer.” 
The reference to the Galician 
Jews recalled the p redictio n in a 
German news agency rep o rt that 
eastern Jews who entered Ger­ 
many since 1914 were to be de­ 
p o rted. 
(The p o v erty -stricken p o p u ­ 
latio n o f 800,000 Jews in Galicia 
were in the theatre o f war o p er­ 
atio ns and many reached safety 
in Germany . Po lish Natio nalists 
v igo ro u sly co ndu cted a v endetta 
against them du ring war y eaVs 
and later, when Po land was still 
at war with Ukrainians and Bo l­ 
shev iks, hu ndreds o f Galician 
Jews were slain and wo u nded. 
Emigratio ns to Germany co ntin­ 
u ed.) 
It was learned here last night 
that Pro f. Albert Einstein, who 
has decided to remain o u t o f 
Germany and who no w is in Bel­ 
giu m, has taken step s to re­ 
no u nce his Pru ssian citizenship .
